opened  with  the  permission  of  the  compe- 
tent authority  and  have  completed  five 
years  of  thiei.r  existence  Id  rasper  t of 
Men's  Colleges  and  three  yours  of  their

And  whereas,  in  G.O,  Ms.  No.  344,  Education 
Department,  dated  the  22nd  July.  7 985,  the  Govern- 
ment have  decided  to  admit  lo  grant-in-aid  all  the 
additional  sections  and  posts  permitted  by  the  Govern- 
ment or  die  competent  authority  in  the  Schools  already 
adiiniUed  to  grant-in-aid  prior  to  die  1st  April.  1977 
subject  to  die  work  lead  and  other  conditions; 

And  whereas,  the  Government  have  receiv- 
ed several  complaints  that  the  schools  and  colleges 
opened  after  Uic  1st  April,  1977  and  the  additional 
sections  and  posts  created  in  schools  admitted  to 
grant-in-aid  prior  to  that  date  have  not  satisfied  the 
conditions  for  admission  to  granl-in-aid  and  are  yet 
claiming  the  grant-in-aid; 

And  whereas,  the  Government  have  constituted  a 
high  level  committee  in  G.O.  RL  Nc,  220,  Education 
(S5E-1)  Department,  dated  the  24th  February,  193S 
to  look  into  every  case  of  granbin-aid  as  may  be 
penuing  or  as  may  be  referred  to  it  and  make  a specific 
recommendation  for  the  release  of  the  grant* in-aid  or 
as  the  case  may-  be  for  its  withdrawal:
